Ploughing or deep cultivation

If proper .precautions are 
taken there are no rno V h . 2 - 
ards to contend with in tin gi »\v 
ing of flax than in any of the 
other cereal ciops. GrasshoP 1 s 
are, no doubt, the worst of the 
insects lasts affecting flax and 
where these a'*e likely to be 
very troublesome, it would prob¬ 
ably not be advisable to grow 
flax. Several years ago flax \ ilt 
used to cause appieciable losses 
in flax, but this can now be av¬ 
oided by choosing wilt resistant 
varieties, such as Bison or Koval 
in the southern part of the pro¬ 
vince. and Red Wing, an earlier 
hut lower yielding variety in 
the northern pail. 

Flax is sometimes grown in 
combination with wheat. TliN 
facilitates cutting when harvest 
ing is done with a binder, but 
apart from that this method 
of seeding has little to recoup 
end it as the returns from thi* 
mixture are usually not much 
greater than what would b f ’re¬ 
ceived from the same crop grown 
singly. 

Half U bushel of wheat an 1 
half a bushel of flax per acre is 
about the right proportion to 
use .in areas where rainfall is 
usually fairly plentiful. It should 
be remembered that flax shculd 
be sown shallow. A mixture c f 
wheat and flax should, there¬ 
fore, not be sown as deep as 
wheat should he sown alone.

SEEDING GRASSES AND 

LEGUMES IN iS^iviNC 


THIS IS A GOOD YEAR 
TO SEED FLAX 


Establishing sati slat o r y 
stands of glasses and legumei 
is the first consideration in the 
successful production oi such 
crops. Partial stands njtmii 
weak growth which reduces 
yield and quality oi hav. hail- 
urea mean loss oi Seed mid the 
expense of seeding 111 ?, same oi 
another crop. Sevtral methods 
of seeding grasses and Ijgumes 
have been tested at the Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station. Scott, 
for a six-year period with fair¬ 
ly conclusive results, slates i .

Common cause* of poor sLuMs 
fnem spring plantings are that 
late because of the rush of 
soading if often cU Ian ed 
grain seeding; seeding v nli 
nurse crop ol grain, or seeding 
too deep on an '.up ••p 
prepared seed V reel. Shallow 
seeding in contact with moisture 
is necessary to peinnl lho 
lings to become established. As 
this conditio^i usually exists in 
early. Results from dates oi seed 
important that seeding be done 
earv. Results from dates of seed 
ing crested wheat grass ai d 
sweet clove,, showed that plant¬ 
ings made, as soon as possible 
gave the best stands. Heedinirs 
after the land was workable 
made two weeks latir gave a 
considerable decrease in stand 
and those done after May 20 
were below fifty per cent. Ti is 
was especially true for crusted 
wheat grass, which dots best in 
cool temperatures. In those ar¬ 
eas where the danger ol late 
spring frosts exists, seeding of 
legumes should be delayed. The 
findings from dates of seeding 
brome grass showed that it 
might be sown a couple of weeks 
later in the spring than crested 
wheat grass without any reduc¬ 
tion in stand. 

As seeding of grain wib k in 
full swing at this date, it wifi 
probably be best to sow the 
grass before wheat seeding com 
nionces. Results from seeding 
grasses and legumes with a 
nu?se crop of grain at the Sta¬ 
tion and on Illustration Stations 
definitely show that thi* prac¬ 
tice cannot he recommended foi 
west-central and north-western 
Saskatchewan. In most cases par 
tial to failure stands have be;n 
obtained. Even where the oc¬ 
casional satisf-chory s'ami wn? 
established, yields of hav the

These crops establish themselves 
onlv in the veai of seeding and 
there is normally # sufficient 
moisture for this growth. Fur¬ 
thermore spring ploughed land 
can usually be worked finer 
than suninu.Hallow with ksi 
danger from soil drif ting. 
After cultivating the. fallow or 
ploughing the stubble, depend¬ 
ing on which land is used for 
seeding, it should be harrowed 
and well packed to insure shall¬ 
ow seeding. All operations should 
b,- done in faiilv quick success 
ien to prevent the land f.bm 
drying out. Choose the; method 
of seeding that will eliminate 
any danger from soil drifting. 
There is les* danger from drift¬ 
ing if the tillage operations ar: 
done early in the spring. It is 
essential that seeding ly U" 
shallow, one-half to one inch 
deep, or the seed just covered.
